REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 


This is a new feature in your Town Report. In it 
we hope to explain some of the problems we meet in 
your town government, and what is being done to solve 


phem. General Government: 


Town officers’ expenses show an increase of $95.21 
over the appropriation. This was due to the revaluation 
of all real estate and the perambulation of town lines. 
These lines must be checked every seven years with 
the selectmen from adjoining towns. 

Protection of Persons and Property: 


The fire trustees spent $882.88 of their $1,000 appro- 
priation and have obtained a well equipped and service- 
able fire truck. We understand it has a resale value 


COU OUU: Highways and Bridges: 

We believe the Road Agents, in keeping within $5.82 
of their $5,000 appropriation, have handled their diffi- 
cult job in an efficient manner. 

Due to the heavy snow-fall in February and March, 
1940, and early in the fall of this year the cost of V plow 
snow removal increased $455.20. 

It became necessary to_trade our old tractor and 
plow for a new Internaticnal Harvester tractor and 
Sargent plow at a cost of $5,000. This purchase was 
arranged on a lease after the special Town Meeting. 
We hope to reduce this debt $1,000 yearly. Our pre- 
vious long term debt, paid $1,000 yearly, was paid in 
full this year. This new debt will take its place and 
should not increase our tax rate. 

Public Welfare: 

The cost of Town Poor has been reduced by $858.67. 
However, many of these cases are now receiving old 
age assistance. The town pays 25% of old age assist- 
ance, and while its cost will increase from year to 
year the cost to the town will not be as heavy. 
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Lumber: 


Your selectmen have a better knowledge of the lum- 
ber business, gained during the operation of the Max- 
field lot. The lumber was sold to the Claves Lumber 
Co. Because of the poor quality of the lumber sawed 
we found that it would average less than $18 per M 
with a trucking cost of at least $2.00 per M, leaving 
a net to the town of less than $16. Mr. Claves released 
us from our contract and the lumber has been sold 
through the Merrimack Marketing Division at $17.00 
per M on the lot. This gave the town $1.00 per M 
more for all lumber on the lot. Our report shows 
very little profit on the entire operation, but due to 
poor quality of lumber and cost of operation we believe 
the town is fortunate in not showing a loss. 

Net Debt: 

Your selectmen are glad to report that the town’s 
net debt has been reduced from $3,741.11, January 31, 
1940 to $2,131.75, January 31, 1941. If the same re- 
duction can be made this year, the town may hope to 
have no net debt January 31, 1942. 

Taxes: 

The rate of $5.00 was a disappointment to your se- 
lectmen as well as the town’s taxpayers. This rate is de- 
termined by dividing the money to be spent by the as- 
sessed valuation of all real estate and personal property. 
The only way to reduce taxes is to cut down on the 
money spent. Your selectmen will do all in the'r power, 
to keep down such expense as town poor, town roads, etc. 
It is the duty of you taxpayers to attend Town Meeting 
and vote on appropriations with the thought in mind 
that taxes must be reduced.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 





To the Citizens of Loudon: 


Our forest lands represent a substantial proportion 
of the town’s valuation. They provide income to our 
citizens, from the sale of forest products and through 
employment to woods’ workers. The protection cf our 
forest lands is essential to the continued welfare of the 
town. Fire is the forests’ worst enemy. It not only de- 
stroys the growing crop but leaves the land in such 
condition that nothing of value will grow for a long 
period of years. In addition it costs good tax money 
to extinguish forest fires. 

An analysis of forest fire records indicates that 97 
per cent are man-caused and consequently avoidable. 
Carelessness and failure to comply with reasonable reg- 
ulations governing the building of fires in and near 
woodlands has been costly to both towns and indi- 
viduals. Through elimination of the human equation, 
forest fire losses would be reduced to a minimum. This 
is possible if every citizen would be careful, familiarize 
himself with burning regulations, comply with them 
and then use proper discretion. 

We have been particularly fortunate in this town 
since the hurricane in not having had more serious 
fires. This is due in part to the strictness of our 
wardens in issuing permits and splendid cooperation 
on the part of the public. Great care is needed be- 
cause conditions in our blown-down areas are more 
critical with down material drying out and becoming 
more highly inflammable. The continued cooperation 
of every one is necessary. 

We should all remember that: 


1. Written permission of the local forest fire warden 
to burn brush, rubbish or other debris in or near 
woodlands or where fire may be communicated to 
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woodlands is necessary when the ground is not 

covered with snow. Violation of this requirement 

makes the responsible party lable— 

a. To a fine not to exceed five hundred dollars or 
imprisonment of not more than one year or both. 

b. To the town for expenses incurred by the warden 
or deputy warden in attending or extinguishing 
such fire. 

ec. For damages to abutting owners if the fire runs 
onto the abutters’ property. 

2. It is a violation of the Forest Laws of the state to— 

a. Drop or throw any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, 
live ashes or any other substance liable to cause 
a fire, from any vehicle while the same is upon a 
public highway or private way. 

b. Drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or near wood- 
lands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live 
ashes or any other substance liable to cause a 
fire. 

Violation of these prohibitions penalizes whoever 
is found guilty by a fine of $25.00. 
3. You should promptly notify your local forest fire 
warden of any fires you See. 
4. The forest laws are being more strictly enforced 
each year. 

Your cooperation will save the warden considerable 

worry; you and your town much trouble and expense.
